to the Board of Directors of the 
at the 


meefing of the board on last Friday 
evening and in which it was stated 
that all officials of the Auxiliary 
had resigned. In answer to the in- 
quiry of members of the board what 
they had to do with the Auxiliary, 
the 
By-Laws 
declared 
that

Woman's Auxiliary was to be organ- 
ized by the Executive Committee of 
the Board. 


On Monday evening at the meeting 


of the Auxiliary Mrs. C. B. Stover 
stated she had sent her resignation 
to the Board and also announced the 
following resignations-

second vice president; Miss Marga- 
ret McMillan, treasurer; Miss Xina 
Storrick, secretary; Mrs. Wm.

It was announced that these resig- 


nations "were made in protest against 
the conditions at the hospital which 
brought about the resignation of Miss 
Stout, former superintendent, and Dr. 
J. A Singmaster. president of the 
board of directors." 


The Woman's Auxiliary had finish- 


ed a first year of wonderful success. 
In membership fees of Si Snd socials 
and benefits given throughout the 
county more than Three Thousand 
Dollars had been raised and the do- 
nation of food has been estimated at 
two thousand dollars, so that the ac- 
tivities of the Auxiliary represented 
a benefit to the hospital of five thou- 
sand dollars. 


The reason for the action of the 


oScials of the Woman's Auxiliary- 
is stated clearly and conrageously 
and with no uncertain meaning. The 
Auxiliary has been devoted to the 
promotion of the welfare of the hos- 
pital and considered its welfare im- 
periled by conditions resulting from 
the actions of one or two physicians, 
members of the staff. 


The only class of citizens making 


money out of the running of the hos- 
pital have been a few physicians. The 
officers of the board have given their 
services liberally and without any 
return. Their work had no other ob- 
jective than the welfare of the com- 
munity and the power of manage- 
ment had been placed in the hands of 
these public spirited business men 
forming the board., while those rnak- 
iag money from their work had 
no place on the board of jianage- 
znent.

Interesting Experiments for Farmer* 


The Bureau of Crop Estimates of 


the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture discovered after an exhaust- 
ive .series of experiments with horse 
and motor drawn vehicles that the 
motor-drawn vehicle traveled 25 per 
cent, longer distances, made 183 per 
cent, more round trips, carried 48 per 
cent, more corn, 50 per cent, more 
wheat, and 83 per cent, more cotton. 
This work was done at 45 per cent- 
50 per cent, and 37 per cent, of the 
ton-mile cost of wagon-hauled corn, 
wheat and cotton, respectively..
